PEKING. 
THE RECEPTION OF THE FOREIGN MINISTERS BY THE EMPEROR. 

The latest eT papers contain but meagre, though in- 
Smenting, details of the audience accorded to the Foreign Minis- 
ters, e compile the following from the accounts given by the 
Courier and News :— 

The Ministers of Russia, the United States, Great Britain, 
France, and the Netherlands, assembled at six o'clock on the 
morning of the 29th June, at the Pei 7°ang, i.e., the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, and from thence were conducted by our old. 
friend Chung-How to the temple where the Emperor prays for 
rain. Here refreshments were served, and they were kept wait- 
ing for some little time, after which they were led to a pavilion 
near the Reception Hall. At length the arrival of the Emperor 
was announced, and the Japanese Ambassador, who would appear 
to have been in waiting apart from the others, was first intro- 
duced to his Majesty, accompanied by his interpreter. He read 
a short address, which was briefly acknowledged by the Emperor, 
on which he withdrew. The other Ministers were then intro- 
duced in the order given above, by Wen-siang and the Prince 
of Kung. The Emperor sat ona throne covered with yellow 
satin, and standing on a raised dais, A table stood in front of 
the throne also covered with yellow. 

Herr Bismark was present as interpreter, and stood just be- 
hind Mr. Vlangally, the senior Minister, or doyen of the Foreign 
Legations, who read in French a short address to the Emperor 
for himself and his colleagues, This address was then read in 
Chinese by Herr Bismark, after which each Minister stepped 
forward and laid his letter of credence upon the table that stood 
in front of the Emperor, who bowed as each letter was laid there. 
The Emperor then briefly replied to the address in Manchu, 
hoping that the sovereigns and rulers of the countries represented 
were enjoying good health, &c., and acknowledging the letters 
which had just been presented. The Prince of Kung knelt be- 
fore the Emperor as he translated into Chinese the reply made

Audience, not mentioning to whom, nor did the notice give the 
slightest hint of its ial iarity—the omission of the Ko- 
tow. The three Gazettes that have appeared on the three daya 
succeeding the Audience contain—so far as can be learned from 
a well-informed quarter—nothing at all about the Audience. The 
sight was a very grand one. No less than 800 mandarins are 
said to have been present. 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th 
July ; the French mail from London May 23 arrived out on 
10th July, and the following P. and O. mail of May 30 was due 
the day this mail left. The following items of news are from 
the North China Herald :— 

A telegram has just been received by the Agent of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company from Gutzlaff, stating that a raft 
having on it fourteen or fifteen people, some of whom are appar- 
ently Europeans, was seen about six miles off the island, drifting 
to the westward. The telegram was communicated to H. B. M.’s 
Consul, at whose request the Senior Naval Officer has detailed 
the Mosquito to go in search of the party. The Mosquito left on 
the 12th July. 

An agreement has been made between the P. and O. and the 
Shanghai Steam Navigation Companies for songs traffic be- 
tween the Riverine and Northern Ports and London, and vice 
vera. Produce can be shipped at Hankow, Kiukiang, Chefoo, 
and Tientsin by S.S.N. steamers, on through bills of lading, at 
through rates of freight, for London and Continental ports, to 
go forward by P. and O. vessels from Shanghai ; and goods can 
in like manner be shipped in London on through consignment to 
these ports. As an instance of the commencement of the new 
system, we may mention that the Hirado went, alongside the 
Pekin on the 12th July, to discharge some 8,000 packages of tea. 
The arrangement will be a great convenience to the pane and 
no doubt advantageous to the companies concerned. It was 
necessary as regards the Yangtze to procure for shippers the 
same facilities offered by the connection between the C. N. and 
O.S.S. Companies ; and visions of direct shipment of piece- 

oods to Chefoo and Tientsin again arise, in view of the new 

acilities for their transit northward. Direct consignments of 
whole cargoes by sailing ships do not seem to have answered ; 
direct shipments of more moderate quantities by steamer may 
do better. 

A small river steamer, named the Zijin, has been launched 
from Messrs. Farnham and Co.’s building yard at New Dock. 
The original Elfin was seized, it will be remembered, some ten 
years back, at Kiukiang, on the pretext that it had not the requi- 
site Custom-house clearances, The hull having become worn 
out, it was determined to place her engines, which still remained 
complete, in a new shell ; and this has been successfully done. 

The Zhermopyle has met with a slight accident while gettin 
under way. She started from her moorings on the last of the 
ebb, and had the assistance of two tugs, one on each quarter. 
Notwithstanding this, however, she was taken by a strong hreeze 
towards the Pootung shore, carried away the lower stunsail boom 
of the Mosquito, narrowly escaped crossing the hawser of a barque, 
and ended by getting fixed in the mud, where she stuck fast b 
the fore- foot till the tide turned, two hours later. She afterwa 
got off, and proceeded on her voyage uninjured. 

The Italian corvette Governolo, Captain Accini, has left to pass 
the remainder of the summer in Japan waters. The Governolo 
is a paddle-steamer, carrying ten guns and a crew of two hundred 
and twenty, and relieves the Vittore Pisano in the East. Pre- 
vious to coming to Shanghai she spent a few months cruising on 
the coast of Borneo and among the Philippines, in company with 
the Italian gunboat Videtta, which is now at Amoy. Sarawak, 
Svoloo, Mania, and Hong Kong were touched at, and we under- 
stand these opportunities were taken advantage of by a scientifie 
gentleman, M. Commendatore Giordano, to make observations, 
One of the objects of the visit to the Polynesian Archipelago is 
stated to have been to find a suitable place for a penal settle- 
ment; but as to this we are informed that nothing was deter- 
mined.

The name of Tatsienloo is familiar to many of out readers, 
from Mr. T. T. Cooper’s stay there with the Bishop of Thibet, 
and the description he has given of his visit. A scrap of news 
reaches us from thence to-day, which is interesting as an example 
of Chinese official routine. A courier conveying despatches hears 
that a relative is dead, hands over his mails and pony to a friend, 
and turns aside to the house of mourning. The substitute post- 
man bolts with the mail and sells the pony. By Chinese custom 
the local officials are held responsible, and—though utterly inno- 
cent—are en Os be severely punished, while the real thief will 
very probably be neglected. Our correspondent writes in the hope 
that a true version of the affair may reach headquarters at Peking 
through our columns, and save the mandarins ; fearing that the 
Sees e ita getting there otherwise is in the last degree im- 
probable. 

The last of this season’s weekly meetings of the Shanghai Tem- 
perance Society has been held. Addresses on the subject of 
temperance were aves by the Rev. J. W. Lambuth and R. Nel- 
son, and by Mr. H. Lang; and the usual glees, &., found a 
convenient place on the programme. The performance of the 
Iroquois Minstrels was a lively feature in the entertainment, and 
one that appeared to be much appreciated, judging from the ap- 
plause liberally bestowed upon them. Altogether, the meeting 
was one of the most successful of the season. In the course of a 
few farewell remarks Mr. Blethen made the gratifying an- 
nouncement that the Society was now clear of debt on its under- 
ra so far, though still more ambitious for the future. Rev. 
Mr. Thomas expressed in warm terms the regret felt that they 
were to lose their energetic president for a time, and referred to 
the active share Mr. Blethen had taken in schemes of public 
utility, such as the fire department, and of social well-being, such 
as the Temperance Society, as deserving their acknowledgments 
and imitation. Mr. Thomas’s call for an expression of the feeling 
of the meeting was met with great applause.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 19th July ; the French mail from 
London June 6 arrived out on the 14th July. The following 
items of news are from the China Maw :— ; 


Captain Tomlin has been acquitted of any blame with refer- 
ence to the accident to the P. and. O. steamer Bokhara. The 
following is the finding of the Marine Court of Inquiry :— 


First, we find that the British steamer Bokhara, Official No. 68,397, 
left Hong Hone at noon of the 21st ultimo, with passengers, mails and 
ngland ; and that she struck on an unknown sunken rock in the 
Tathong Channel, which necessitated the ship being beached to keep 
her from sinking. Second, we find that no blame whatever is to be 
attached to the master, Percival Samuel Tomlin, whose certificate of 
competency is returned to him. The members of the Court desire to 
record their satisfaction and approval of the decision, skill and judg- 
ment displayed by Captain Tomlin after the accident, as, but for his 
energy, the Bokhara would have sunk in deep water. The members of 
the Court regret they are unable to arrive at any opinion as to how the 
water got into the fore compartment of the ship, the bottom of which 
is undamaged. The evidence of the carpenter, John Macleod, as to his 
having closed the sluice valves is unsatisfactory, and the Court hereby 
reprimand him. The Court are of opinion that the unsurveyed patches 
shown on !Admiralty Chart No. 1,466, more especially those in the 
Tathong Channel, should be surveyed, and they suggest that the atten- 
tion of the naval authorities be called to it. 

Vice-Admiral Shadwell has since addressed a memorandum 
to the Chamber of Commerce with reference to surveying the 
Coast of China, In reply to questions put by the Chamber, he 
states his opinion that the Admiralty charts are in the main cor- 
rect, but that the time has arrived when it might be desirable to 
re-examine the coast generally. He considers the system of 
lighting the coast, as now carried out by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, to be satisfactory. He, however, thinks that beacons and 
buoys would be advantageous additions in some places, In con- 
clusion, he intimates that he will again call the attention of ‘the

ied by a very heavy rain and gusts of wind. Many of the 
fightning strokes seemed to fall within the limits of the city, but 
we have only heard of one case in which actual injury was done. 
This was at the shop of Mr. R. Marty, in Queen’s-road. The 
electric fluid entered the chimney, and descended to the second 
floor, where it divided into two branches; one of these passed 
between the beams and ceiling of the first floor, tearing some 
plaster off the latter, and thence along a brass window-pole to 
a large pier glass, the guilding of which was partially burned off, 
as well as some of the gilding on adjacent picture frames. 
Three clean holes were knocked in the mirror without cracking it. 
An iron nail embedded in the wall, and touching a gas-pipe, 
to have conducted the fluid to the latter, the room 
being filled with smoke as it passed away. The second branch 
went through the chimney to the first floor, doing some demage 
to the plaster of the wall in its passage, thence leaping to the 
handle of a copying press, whence it passed to a billiard table, 
which it lifted up. It then passed between Mr. and Mrs. 
Marty, who were sitting at a table, paralysing her arm, and for 
a short time rendering her insensible. From this it descended 
to the und without doing further damage. A second flash 
struck the water a little inshore of H.M.S. Princess Charlotte. 
Altogether the storm was one of the heaviest’ ever experienced 
in the colony. We probably owe to it, however, immunity from 
a threatened typhoon, which was fully expected by experienced 
reaidents. The Canton steamer put off from the wharf, most of 
the sampans sought shelter either at East Point or Kowloon, and 
the men-of-war in harbour struck upper masts and yards, A 
heavy rain continued throughout the following night and day.

The rate of fare is five cents a man, anda 
goodly number is secured every vip It is stated that gambling is 
thriving wonderfully in Chinese Kowloong, and as an incentive 
the gambling-house keepers offer as a return bonus to gamblers 
that lose to the extent of one dollar, a passage back to Hong 
Kong in the ferry boat, and to those that lose to the extent of 
five dollars, sufficient money to pay a night’s board and lodging.

We are glad to learn that a subscription of $50 has been 
raised by the Governor and members of the community for an 
unfortunate boatman whose son and daughter were recently 
drowned while taking two foreigners off to the a.s, Pearl. The 
money was paid to the man by the Acting Registrar General ; 
he expressed himself as very grateful. 

The British steamer Braemar Castle, Captain Erskine, from 
London 4th June, is said to have made the quickest passage on 
record, being only thirty-three days to Singapore, and a little 
over forty to Hong Kong. She belongs tothe same line as the 
Drummond Castle. 

The Belgian steamer Sdica, bound to Saigon, has on board 
about three hundred Chinese ngers for Hainan, brought on 
aca British steamer United Service from Singapore, the latter 
v having broken her shaft, and being unable to land them at 
their intended port of destination. 

The first series of swimming matches at the Victoria Recrea- 
tion Club came off on the 8th July. The water was not as high 
or as clear as could have been wished, but the matches were, not- 
withstanding, an immense success, (reat interest seems to have 
been shown in the affair, if we may judge from the large number 
of spectators present. 

The manufacture of rubbish tea from damaged tea leaves has 
of late been carried on with great vigour. A Canton corres- 
pondent writes :—A large quantity of damaged silk and tea, ex 
Bokhara, has been brought up here. The native merchants will, 
no doubt, bring all their ingenuity into play aud make a sort of 
“ maloo mixture” of the rubbish sold and bought as tea. I am 
semewhat surprised that the Hong Kong authorities have not 
prevented the sale within the jurisdiction of a British colony of 
such an unwholesome article as the damaged tea I speak of, 
which, after a certain process by the experts, greedy of profits 
no matter by what means obtained, will be sold as a wholesome 
article, to almost poison the constitution of unknowing ones. It 
is yet fresh in my memory the energetic steps taken by the au- 
thorities in London, on its becoming known that the “ maloo 
mixture ” was imported into that place by an adventurous class 
of merchants from Shanghai. The rubbish that I have happened 
to see sold at Hong Kong as tea will surpass the “ maloo mix- 
ture” in its injurious effect on the constitution of innocent tea 
drinkers. Surely I have read in the Hong Kong papers that the 
colony boasts of a Health-officer. Was it not then the duty of 
this Government officer to report the matter in the proper 
quarter ? 

A serious and unusual accident occurred on the 14th July, 
about 5 p.m, at the Hong Kong Dispensary.

- SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend tothe 27th July ; the 
French mail from London, June 20, arrived out on the 21st, and 
the following P. and O. mail of June 27 on the 26th July. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times :-— 

The principal occurrence of the fortnight has been the out” 
break of cholera. It has not, however, prevailed to any great 
extent, having been mostly confined to one particular locality, 
and has now nearly disappeared, there being only two or three 
new cases per day, The victims have been nearly all Malays and 
Klings ; some Chinese died in the Lunatic Asylum, where the 
disease made almost its first appearance. The authorities took 
instant steps to afford relief ; the police inspectors were provided 
with medicines, which were administered gratis, and many cases 
of diarrhoea were thus relieved, which, in the excitement under 
which the natives were, would probably very speedily have de- 
veloped into cholera,—while some cases of. the dreaded disease 
itself were successfully treated. Immediately on ascertaining 
definitely that the prevailing disease was y Asiatic cholera, 
the Governor had the fact telegraphed to the various Govern 
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ments, and in consequence, we presume, the mail steamers will be | be held for the Bank. 


quarantined all along the route. It is to be hoped that this 
inconvenience will not be of long duration, but that in a few dave 
the cause that led to it will have been entirely removed. e 
disease has been raging to a frightful extent in Bangkok, the 
death rate there having been estimated at 500 per day, and the 
number of victims at latest advices was said to have been about 
20,000. The ravages of the disease were no doubt much 
augmented by the great accumulation of cholera co in the 
temples awaiting incremation, there being upwa of 2,000 
in one temple alone—and by the large number of bodies mem 
up and down the river. Most of the natives in the employ o 

uropeans had fied the city ina panic, All the compositors in 
the Advertiser Office did the same, leaving the editor to provide 
copy, set it up, impose the form, correct proofg and print off with- 
out help from any person. 

‘We are glad to be able to state that there is every prospect 
that the epidemic is abating both here and at Bangkok. 
Whether it was imported into Singapore from that port, or was 
generated from the impurities of the atmosphere and the badness 
of the drinking water during the foag droaght we have been 
suffering from, is unknown. It is certain, however, that it is 
fast disappearing since the late rains and the consequent cooler 
temperature of the atmosphere, and if the showers continue for 
a few days it will probably disappear altogether. We announced 
last week that the Bangkok mails would be “ purified ” and deli- 
vered. Judging from the appearance of two letters to firms here, 
which have been shown to us, the Singapore method of fumigat- 
ing mails appears to be to set fire to one of the letters and hold 
the others over it, blowing out the fire after the envelope and 
part of the letter has been consumed, and then delivering it ina 
mutilated state to be deciphered as best it may. Quarantin- 
ing healthy ships’and delaying mails and cargo to keep 
out cholera, while the disease is ing in our midst, 
seems somewhat ridiculous, and though the quarantine 
was a very warrantable precaution, we would suggest 
the propriety of discontinuing it, now that it has proved unavail- 
ing to keep the disease out of the colony. We have been fur- 
nished with a copy of an official report, by the acting principal 
civil medical officer, upon the outbreak of cholera, its supposed 
origin, predisposing causes, and progress so far. This document 
is of a reassuring nature, and its publication is calculated to 
allay the alarm which undoubtedly exists in the native mind. 
Dr. Anderson proves that the disease has not been so wide-spread 
nor so fatal as has been believed, and further, that it shows no 
tendency to increase, all which it is very satisfactory to learn.

We suppose, therefore, that the muni- 
cipalities are doomed, and in their stead we shall have a system 
inaugurated of red-tape and obstructiveness, of headstrongness 
on the part of a Government-nominated Engineer President, 
and utter refusal of the respectable members of the community 
to serve as the puppets of a show in which their duty would be 
limited to exhibiting themselves in any light the showman 
chooses to place them in. 

The following reply has been made by Mr. Irving, Assistant 
Colonial Secretary, to the memorial of the Chinese merchants 
and traders on the subject of trade in the Malay State, a trans- 
lation of which appeared in our columns some time back :— 

I am directed by the Governor to inform you for the information of 
those who signed the ‘memorial to his Excellency on the subject of trade 
in the Malay Peninsula, that his Excellency has given the subject his 
careful consideration, and has forwarded a translation of the memorial 
to the Secretary of State for his lordship’s information—supplementing 
it with all the information his Excellency possesses on the subject. 

On the 23rd July judgment was given by the Chief Justice in 
the important case of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China v. the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company. The Bank 
sued to recover the value of certain goods, the Dock Company’s 
receipt for which had been pledged to them by Velge Brothers, 
but which goods had been subsequently delivered by the Dock 
Company to Velge without the production of the receipt. The 
hea: Fan deals very exhaustively with the question, and the 
verdict is in favour of the Dock Company on all the issues,—the 
Chief Justice scary, Soe the contract was simply between the 
Dock Company and Velge, and that to entitle the Bank to sue 
they should have given special notice to the Dock Company, and 
should have received an acknowledgment that the goods would 
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This decision, which is in-efrict accord ' 
ance with judicial precedent, will probably have the effect of 
‘advances on Dock receipts here in future, and will 
also, no doubt, be a lesson to the Dock Company to be more 
careful in the conduct of their business. 








CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Kanpy, Ave. 4, 1873. 
The Right Honourable W. H. reece bie spoken. His ad- 
dress at the opening of the Legislative Council on the 30th July 
is a very comprehensive and lucid exposé of the present position 
and prospects of the colony. He has called the Council together 


three months earlier than usual, in accordance with the wishes 


of a majority of that body, expressed by their votes last year, 80 
as to give full time to consider and discuss the various measures 


which are to be brought before them. This is no doubt a wise 


step. His predecessor, our late Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson, 
although undoubtedly an able administrator, and a hard-working 
man, had evidently a horror of much speechif ing, either on his 
own part or on the part of those about him. e was great at 
despatches, and all that sort of thing. He was at ¢ pains 
also to see the country, and judge of things for himself. But his 
horror of public speaking, I presume, induced him to abridge the 
sittings of the Council, which he reduced to three months—from 
Oct. 1 to end of December. This gave rise to a good deal of dissatis- 
faction, and “crude and hasty legislation,” as one of the members 
characterised it, was the result. Our present Governor has re- 
sumed the former practice of assembling in July instead of 
October. It is amusing, however, to observe that although our 
late Governor, Sir Hercules, had such an aversion while in this 
colony to public speaking, he has come out of his shell in 
Australia, and never misses an opportunity of expatiating on 
the country of his new home and its institutions ; and he does 
it well, too, showing that it was not the want of ability, but 
some unaccountable shyness which kept him so silent here. 
With this digression let us see what our present Governor 
talked about. The financial position of the colony he described 
as one of unqualified prosperity. The revenue for the year 1872 
had exceeded the estimate by Rs. 696,980, while it had exceeded 
the expenditure by Rs. 729,591. The receipts of the first half of the 
present year had exceeded those of the same period last year by 
no less a sum than Rs. 815,733, which he believes will be con- 
tinued, if not increased, to the end of the year. He does not 
reckon on an increase during the second half of the year, because 
we are to have very short crops, and because there will be a loss 
on the Arrack Farms owing to late repressive legislation. I 
would here warn his Excellency, however, not too hastily to 
arrive at the conclusion that an excess of revenue over former 
years means the ye er prosperity of the country. Many 
a poor but industrious planter will know the reverse this year, 
for crops from old estates are to be shorter than they have ever 
been, and even from new estates and districts they will be far 
from heavy. But new estates have during the last few years 
been opened up at a rate and to an extent hitherto unexampled. 
Many of these are not ret yielding crops, but all have coolies 
who must be fed. The bulk of our staple food—rice—is 
imported from India, and pays a duty. Salt, a Govern- 
ment monopoly in the island, is subject to a heavy tax, 
and any imported pays a heavy duty. The tools with 
which our estates are opened are subject to duty. Coolies 
must be fed, tools bought and used, and duties paid, whether we 
get crops or not. So as it is not all gold that glitters, a big 
revenue does not always imply a country’s prosperity. Yet our 
Governor is a very fortunate man in finding such a flourishing 
revenue. And he is determined to be liberal in its appropriation. 
‘A new iron bridge capable of carrying a tramway is to be con- 
structed over the great Caltura river instead of the present 
rotten structure on wooden piles, The rivers on the north-road— 
the great orate for arriving and departing of coolies, are 
to be bridged—the shores of the Colombo lake are to be deepened, 
a road is to be made: into distant and long neglected Uda Pusi- 
lawa—another to connect the Mooroowa Korle district with Rak- 
waul. A contribution proportioned to the space allotted to an 
exhibit is to be given to the South pony ee Myseum. It will 
be an advertisement to the civilised world of out little island’s 
existence, and what she produces. Railway extension surveys are 
to be carried out. A system of hospitals on a grand scale n 
by his predecessor has been completed throughout the island. The 
police, owing to the disbanding of the Ceylon Rifles, are to 
largely augmented; the magistracy increased ; the Sur- 
vey Department, as it much required, is to be strengthened ; an 
ordinance to prevent coffee stealing is to be introduced. The 
medical wants of all classes of the community are to be provided 
for on a scale unknown and unthought of before, the Customs 
are to be reformed, gaols are to be improved, irrigation works 
extended, tea, cinchona, and other new products to be encouraged 
—and altogether his Excellency shows a most comprehensive 
and satisfactory mode of appropriation of the Fortunatus’s purse 
that has fallen into his hands, The greatest work of all, the

great work was also 
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ken about in congratulatory terms. The directing en- 
uneer having just arrived, no time will be lost in carrying 
on the work, a work which promises to be the making of Co- 
lombo. new licensing ordinance has lately been intro- 
duced, whéreby two hundred and seventy-two arrack taverns 
have been suppressed during the year, and such stringent con- 
ditions imposed upon the keepers of drinking and drink sell- 
ing places as must considerably lessen the drinking customs of 
the country, by diminishing the facilities for obtaining intoxicat- 
ing liquors, the taste for which was spreading, especially among 
the natives, to an alarming and inconvenient extent. A new 
Museum, for containing specimens of the natural history and 
products of the colony, is about to be erected—the status and 
emoluments of the Civil Service are to be revised—clerks’ sala- 
ries to be increased—the clerical branch to be put on a better 
footing ; and altogether we seem to be advancing on the road to 
improvement and civilisation.

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.'s Report says :—The 
business of the past week has been almost entirely in second crop leaf 
settlements amounting to 13,756 chests, 13,244 half-chests, and 1,220 
boxes, particulars of which are—5,413 chests, 6,975 half-chests, 2,751 
boxes, at 1s. bd. to 1s. 83d. ; 3,087 cheata, 1,989 half-chests, 1s. 19d. to 
1s. 49d. ; 1,663 half-chests, 1s. to 1s. 0}d. per Ib. ; 8,636 chests, 4,453 
half-chesta, 602 shipped to Shanghai on native account. Of the second 
crop Teas the Cheong-sow-kais and Soong-yongs are again the best.

The Custom’s export shows a 
considerable increase over last year, which will be due in great measure 
to so much more Tea being shipped to Shanghai on native account, and 
the quicker dispatch given to the river steamers this season. Actual 
arrivals to date show very little increase. Total arrivals, &c., to date 
are 40,718,300 lbs, against 39,404,300 to corresponding date last 
season. 

SuanaHal.—Mesars, Overbeck and Co.’s Report saya :—Black Teas : 
Notwithstanding the undesirable quality of the Teas on offer at date of 
our last report and the supplies since received, the settlements during 
the past fortnight have again been important at fully previous rates for 
all good Teas, whilst for low and fair grades the market has favoured 
buyers. The first musters of 2nd crop Oopack Teas were shown here 
on the 28th June, representing partly Hankow purchases for resale on 
this market. On the lst July 4 chops, equal to 2,080 chests, changed 
hands at Tls. 25.7.5 to 26.0.0 per picul, or 1s. 52d. to 1s. 6d. per lb., and 
teamen have since tried to keep up these rates, which appear quite 
satisfactory to them ; but the generality of buyers, considering them fully 
2d. per lb. over home value, the offers they made have not been enter- 
tained, and transactions in second crop Ooopacks remained thus limited 
to the above purchases till the 11th, when 4 chops, or 1,531 chests, 
were reported settled at Tls. 24.0.0 per picul. Of 2nd crop Ningchows 
about 3,000 half-chests have arrived so far, and of these about 2,000 
half-chests met with a ready sale at from Tls. 27.0.0 to 31.0.0 per 
picul=1s. 6}d. to 1s. 84d. per Ib. Large supplies are expected during 
the next week, and till they come to hand we shall reserve our opinion 
regarding the quality of the crop, only intimating that by the few 
chops we have seen so far we feel inclined to make it superior to last 
season's, which, it will be remembered, was a poor one. Total settle- 
ments from opening of season to date amount to 109,886 chests, against 
103,224 last year. Green Teas: Pingsuey Teas have come forward on 
a liberal scale, and teamen, in the face of continued bad news from the 
home market for this special class, being rather anxious to realise, not- 
withstanding the heavy losses present quotations show on actual cost, 
have induced a few buyers to come forward. A fair business has been 
transacted almost exclusively for England at prices fully Tls. 2.0.0 to 
8.0.0 per picul under the opening rates. The market closes weak, and 
there is no general interest taken in the article yet. Latest arrivals 
show little or no improvement in appearance to the first musters shown, 
and this, we presume, must be accounted for entirely by the fact of a 
comparatively large quantity of old leaf having been kept over from 
last year, which is worked in with the new ; and as this old was highly 
coloured, teamen have been compelled to bring the new up to its 
standard in order to prevent a mangy appearance. So soon as this old 
leaf is off the market, we may expect a great improvement in these 
Teas. One chop of new Fychow leaf has arrived and found an imme- 
diate sale at Tls. 35.5.0 per picul, last year Tls. 41.5.0 was given for the 
same chop. Also 2 chops Shanghai packed Hoochow leaf have been 
placed during the fortnight. Of the new Teenkai Teas, whose quality 
is highly spoken of by teamen, we may now expect the first supplies 
within a week or two, and these will soon be followed by the produce 
from the Moyune districts. 

Kivxiane.—Black Teas: Second crops were daily expected in 

uantity. Total arrivals, 114,105 chests. Stock, 4,572 cheats. Green 
Teas : One chop of inferior Country Tea had been forwarded to 
Shanghai. Total arrivals, 615 half-chests. Stock, 301 half-chests. 

Foocuow.—A large business had again been done and at advanced 
rates, Congou: Settlements 50,325 chests at Tis. 32 to Tis. 30 and 
one parcel taken at Tls. 42. Prices somewhat irregular but on the 
whole showed an advance of from one to two taels on all teas above 
“flavoury.” Second Crop teas had been dealt in to some extent at 
Tis. 17 to Tls. 22. Arrivals during the week 21,000 chests. Souchong : 
Settlements 2,100 chests at Tls. 22 to Tls. 36 and Ts. 42 for one small 
parcel of boxes. Prices showed no change. Arrivals 1,500 chests. 
Oolong : Settlements 5,500 half-chests at Tis 15% to Tls. 22 without 
material change in rates. Arrivals 10,000 half-chests. Scented Teas : 
11,900 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe settled at Tis. 25 to Tis. 35 and 
1,700 boxes Scented Capers at Tls. 22 to Tle 25. Prices showed little 
or no change. Arrivals 400 boxes, Flowery Pekoe : 140 cheats settled 
at Tls. 40 to Tls 62. Arrivals 200 chests. 

Amoy.—Congou : Musters of 126 chope were in the market, but the 
quality did not improve. <A large portion of tb tea appeared to be 


CuEFoo.—Meesrs. Wilson, Cornabe and Co. report as follows :—Our 
Piece Goods market has remained in an inactive state, the sales effected 
being of a trifling nature. T-Cloths and Drills have been in no inquiry 
whatever, and Grey Shirtings have only been dealt in to a moderate 
extent at gradually declining rates. Metals have improved in value, 
and as stocks have now got pretty well exhausted, we expect to see 
present rates maintained. 

Hankow.—The transactions reported for the fortnight show a small 
business, closing rates for Grey Cottons being firm at last mail’s values, 
excepting Dutch Drills, which were about one mace per piece lower. 

Fancy Cottons and Woollens continued in limited demand. 

SHancual.—Cottons : There had been a smaller business, but prices 
generally were well maintained, and in some articles higher rates were 
obtainable. The prevalence of mildew was still much complained of, 
entailing very heavy losses, and causing Importers to be chary of hold- 
ing. Grey Shirtings, both 7lbs. and 8-4lbs., had been taken to a fair 
extent, at about last mail’s rates, though in some instances an advance 
had been obtained for superior makes 8-4]bs. cloth. Heavy Shirtings, 
of good quality, had been in fair demand at a slight advance, White 
Shirtings continued neglected. Mexican T-Cloths were steady, but 
there was not much actual business to report. Some sales of common 
goods had been made at very low rates for 6 and 7lbs. weights, Drills 
had again commanded a good deal of attention, but no improvement in 
price was reported. Jeans more enquired for, but Sheetings quite 
neglected. Fancy Cottons: Black Velvets have been in some demand 
at stiently higher rates. Some small sales of Assorted Cotton Lastings 
and Victoria Lawns ; business trifling. Woollens: Scarlet Long Ells 

and Spanish Stripes taken at an advance, and in good demand. Good 
assortments of Plain Orleans scarce and firmer, but Figured Orleans of 
Hankow and square designs placed at lower rates. 

Honea Kona.—The arrivals had been the screw-steamers Egeria, Mene- 
aus, Braemar Castle, in addition to the mail steamers, all of which had 
brought fair supplies of manufactured Goods forthis market, There had 
been more activity in the import market, consequent upon holders 
showing more willingness to meet the demand at previously current 
rates. The dealers had not been slow in taking advantage of circum- 
stances so much in their favour, and had laid in stocks of certain staples 
very freely ; reported sales showed considerable clearances, Advices 
from the North were still discouraging, but some improvement in that 
quarter was expected to be shown when the effect of diminished ship- 
ments from home begins to be felt. 

Canton.—Lead was saleable in small parcels at $7.70 per picul for 
L.B. Settlements for the fortnight amounted to 200 piculs. W.B. 
was quoted $7.95 to 8, but no sales were reported. Stocks estimated 
at 4,500 piculs common quality, and 1,100 piculs W.B. No transac- 
tions sencmtes in Quicksilver, but it was nominally quoted $148 to 150 
per pic 

Batavia.— During the fortnight a rather better demand had been 
observable for moet of the leading articles of Cotton Manufacture, 
which importers were meeting with freedom, and on this account there 
was little or no improvement to notice in prices, quotations being much 
the same as they were at the date of our last report. As regards Fancy 

Goods, the demand for Prints was still very lifeless, but Batticks were 
attracting more attention, and importers had been enabled to clear off 
some old styles. : 

SrvcaPore.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as followa :—The mar- 
ket for Piece Goods has ruled very dull during the pest fortnight, and 
sales are on a small scale only. Prices have not been firm, but there is 
not much quotable change. Grey Shirtings 8} lbs. have been taken 
latterly at sgreduction of 24 cents, other kinds are neglected. T-Cloths : 
Light weights find buyers, and 6 lbs. have been saleable to a small ex- 
tent. White Shirtings : Fine and medium makes have been taken to 
@ moderate extent. 40's Grey Yarn continues very quiet, and there is 
hardly anything doing in other numbers. Little doing in Fancy Cottons. 
For Woollens there is a small inquiry, but prices do not advance, Iron 
is still firmly held, but in the absence of any immediate demand sales 
are very trifling. Yellow Metal is quiet, and prices are somewhat 
weaker. Copper Sheathing is out of stock, but demand is limited. Zinc 
Sheathing continues difficult to move, heavy supplies being still in 
second hands. Roll Zinc is saleable in small quantities. Brasswire is 
unchanged in value, but inquiry has fallen off. Pig Lead has been 
dealt in to a very moderate extent ; holders are now more disposed to 
sell, but there being very little demand, sales are unimportant. Steel 
is in few bands, and holders have no difficulty in maintaining rates.

season. Oolongs: Late arrivals continued to show an improvement 
both in strength and fire. Musters of the second crop were expected 
down in two or three weeks, Arrivals 33,000 half-chests, against 86,000 
half-chests same time last year.

Ope- 
rators were, accordingly, exceedingly cautious, and nntil teamen submit 
toa material reduction in price business would probably continue upon a 
moderate scale. Canton District Congous had not been dealt in, and 
shipments during the fortnight from Macao had been rather light. 
Scented Teas: Orange Pekoes showed no change in value, “new makes” 
had fetched Tls. 164 to 174, long leaf of medium quality Tls. 22 to 24, 
and finer grades, in small parcels, Tls. 30. Capers, of medium to good 
medium descriptions, had occasionally been met with at a reduction on 
offers previously declined, and in the lower claas at about Tls. 19 there 
had been some purchases, but considering their relative value very little 
concession could be noticed, and as a rule teamen were reluctant to dis- 
pose of their stocks at prices which would induce general buying. Can- 
ton Greens: The oaly settlements had been in Gunpowder, at Tls, 184 
to 24, and no alteration in value had been established thereby. 


SILK. 

SHancaal.—For some days after despatch of last P. and O. the mar- 
ket remained quiet, but before the departure of the French mail of the 
5th July a reaction took place, and large settlements were made, 
amounting to 2,000 bales, which however had not been continued to 
the same extent, the enquiry having been again checked by still further 
bad advices which had arrived from Europe. Best and medium chop 
Silks had been again most in favour with buyers, and although in a few 
instances a slight advance on last prices had been paid for one or two 
special chops, the quotations generally were unchanged. Market Silks 
were much pressed for sale, but without finding buyers. There had 
been some enquiry for America, for which market a few best chop Silks, 
Re-reeled Haineens at Tls. 450 to 535, and Re-reeled Tsatlee at Tls. 405 
to 495 had found buyers. The following chops had been dealt in 
during the week :—Chicks, Nos. 1 and 2 alone, at Tis. 540 and 520; 
Taeho’s Changling, at Tis. 4924; Dragon No. 8, at Tis. 485 ; Donkey 
No. 8, at Tls. 4774 ; Kukee’s Chin-Jan, at Tis. 415 ; Kin-hock, at Ts. 
895, Red Peacock at Tls. 3974, Taeho’s extra No. 1 Kahing at Tis. 4424, 
Ching Jung Bing,s Gnaling at Tls. 390. Settlements for the fortnight, 
Chinas, 3,500 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 8,500 bales; 
against 1872, 17,500 bates; 1871, 16,000 bales. Comparative unsold 
stock on this market on the 11th June, 1873, 8,000 bales ; 1872, 8,000 
bales ; 1871, 5,500 bales. 

Canton.—Notwithstanding discouraging advices from London, a fair 
business had been done, though at unsatisfactory prices. The better 
class of Tsatlee and Loongkongs had been most in requisition, and mar- 
ket Tsatlee had only been dealt in to a very limited extent, owing to 
the undesirable quality. The third crop was expected shortly, and 
owing to favourable weather some improvement in quality was Yoked 
for. In Re-reels settlements had been small, say 440 boxes. Prices 
appeared cheap, but if the third crop should turn out a large one, 
rates would probably decline further. About 150 piculs Long-reels had 
been bought for Bombay.

PORTUGAL, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, Ava. 16. 
The corvette Infante D. Henrique entered our port on Monday last, 
having on board General Pierrad, Colonels Lopez, Borreguero, and 
Lesiasero, and the lawyer Castro. They composed the revolutionary 
corps in Sevilla. These men had appeared at Sines, in the province 
of Algarve, on board a Portuguese yacht. The commander of the vessel 


said to the authorities that he had met the Spaniards in a boat on the 


open ocean, and prompted by ordinary humanity had rescued them. 
This vessel sailed from Cadiz bound for Algarve, and the maritime 
authorities here, seeing that Pierrad and his companions were emigrants, 
sent them on board the steamer Lynce, anchored in Sines, from whence 
they were passed to the corvette Infante D. Henrique; now in Lisbon. 
Pierrad and the others were invited to go abroad, and it is supposed 
they will go to England. This week about 200 men entered the fron- 
tier, pursued by the forces of the Spanish Government. They were 
Republican insurgents. When they entered our territory, at Vinhaes, 
the forces of the Portuguese Government took their arms and kept 
them under vigilance, in order that they might not disturb the peace 
in that province. They were ordered to be accompanied to Lisbon, so 
that they might embark to some fortified place here or abroad. 

Some months back the press stated that there were irregularities 
which had caused great prejudice against the General Treasury and the 
Post-office. According to the letters issued by Senor Macedo Mengo, a 
clerk in that establishment, there were robberics being committed by 
superior clerks, and he called the attention of the Work Department to 
the matter. This declaration, signed by a man employed in the Post- 
office, caused great surprise ; and the press did not leave the subject, 
and asked the Government to open an inquiry, and to proceed with 
severit; inst the guilt; ies. 

Senor Jab Climacs de Carralto, governor of St. Thome, has com- 
mitted suicide. He was a man of high character. 

On the Ist inst. at midnight there was a collision in latitude 30 miles 
from Cape Roca, between the French brigantine-galliot Marius Pavillon, 
of Monaco, and the Engtish schooner Wild /Tunter. The brigantine had a 
crew of nine, and the schooner one of eight. Tha brigantine had 
sailed on the 22nd from Marseilles to Rouen, her curgo consisting of oil 
and soap, commander, Clarrier Joseph. The schooner had hoisted 
anchor from Lisbon two days before, and was bound for Halifax, with 
salt, under the command of H. John Langlais. She had only one 
passenger on board. The collision was severe, and a few minutes after- 
wards both ships went down. However, neither the darkness of the 
night nor the natural confusion of the accident caused any loss of life. 
The crew and passenger [escaped on one of the boats of the English 
schooner, and floating till six o'clock in the morning they were seen by 
the Portuguese schooner Conceicao, which, changing her course, went to 
rescue the poor shipwrecked mariners, conveying them to Cascaes. The 
Portuguese schooner was sailing from Setub to Vianna do Castello, and 
was commanded by Francisco d’ Araujo.

THR DUTCH COLONIES IN THE FAR EAST. 

The Dutch Government have taken care to haye their 
Colonies in the Far East represented at the Exhibition, and 
have issued a useful pamphlet describing the possessions, 
from which we make the following translation. The de- 
scription of the galleries will appear in our next :— 

The Colonial possessions of East India embrace a group of 
numerous magnificent islands between 5° north and 11° 
south latitude, and between the 95° and 140° east longitude 
of Paris. The most important are Java, centre of the nutch 
power, Sumatra, Borneo, Celebes, and the Moluccas. Amongst 
the islands of second rank there are Madura, the Archipelago of 
Ricio, Banca and Biliton, Bali, Lombok, Timor and Sumbawa. 
The surface, including New-Guinea, amounts to 15,926 square 
myriametres, or thrice the superfices of France. 

The territory of the great islands of the Indian Archipelago is 
of antediluvial formation. On this territory numerous vulcanoes, 
through the work of many centuries, have wrought tremendous 
ruins. A Sane oak of the volcanoes are burnt out, and the 
luxurious tropical vegetation covers their slopes ; others are still 
active, and appear in the distance like black giants covered with 
ashes. Around the volcanoes there are plateaus from 600 to 800 
metres in height, from which numerous streamlets are flowing 
down. The waters rushing down strap the feet of the 
mountains have formed there great alluvial lakes of considerable 
fertility. 

Although in a tropical situation, the country is nevertheless 
preserved from an intense heat, owing to the sundry mountains 
and the vicinity of the sea. Only in the middle of the day and 
in the lower parts the heat is burning. On mornings and even- 
ings the air is refreshed by the sea breeze. The mean temperature 
on the Batavian coast is 28° c., in the evening the thermometer 
shows generally 23° to 25° c., and at noon 29-30° c. Sometimes 
it rises to 32° and 35°c. In Buitenzorg, situated 300 metres 
above the level of the sea, the mean temperature is only 22° c. 
On the mountafns the thermometer falls below o. The European 
will find there the climate of the temperate zone. 

PopuLaTION. 

In 1871 the population of Dutch India was estimated at 
21,000,000, 16,891,068 of which are on the islands of Java and 
Madura. Amongst these there are 4,847 Europeans and of 
European descent, 274,097 Chinese, 12,248 Arabians, and 17,755 
foreign Hindoo. Since the introduction of vaccination, and of 
European instruction in medicine, the growth of the population, 
formerly so frequently pelle: tee by small-pox, has been very 
rapid. The aboriginal races, living since immemorial times on 
the islands of the Archipelago, offer all degrees of civilisation, 
from barbarism to the highest degree of culture. It is the 
aborigines of Java that have first reached a considerable intel- 
lectual development. Long before the arrival of the Europeans 
they lived in community under the princes of their race ; they 
had their laws, their customs sacred by age, arts and literature 
flourished, a reflex as it were from the first Hindoo civilisation 
of the Indian Continent. Converted to Islamism by Arabian 
and Malayan conquerors invading the country from the peninsula 
of Malacca, they nevertheless retained their manners, customs 
and institutions, that are considerably at variance from those of 
the Mahomedans of other countries. European conquest brought 
but few changes. With the exception of Java and the Moluccas, 
where Euro administration only had to destroy prejudice, 
civilisation decreases the further we go into the interior. 
Sumatra there are still populations in a perpetual state of 
okt emery oe Several islands nearly unapproachable serve as 
asylums to the pirates who insist upon continuing their dangerous 
hire in spite of the persecution they are exposed to. In 

ew Guinea the aborigines are hardly better than savages, and 
some tribes are still anthropophagres. Notwithstanding, it may 
be said that at ae the great majority of the inhabitants of 
the Indian Archipelago are enjoying the benefits of civilisation 
in some measure. Slavery is abolished ; Government have done 
away as well with personal bondage for debts, that had been in 
use in the country, as with other judicial customs belonging to 
the age of barbarism. : 

The traditional policy of the sovereigns was greatly conducive 
to tolerance, also the kind of administration adopted by the In- 
dians. In Java the rural democratic institutions (dessa bestuur) 
remained unaltered, a great value being attached to them by the 
peasant, who only obeys to the chief he has chosen himeelf, and 
whom he can discharge if he neglect the interests of the commu- 
nity. Besides this, the ambition of the aborigine is flattered by 
the existence of a certain nominal aristocracy, represented by the 
chiefs of the district—an office that may be attained by any 
civilised Javanese—and the tie a kind of native Sub-Pre- 
fect, generally elected by the European authorities from the 
first families of the country ; sometimes, also, from the chiefs of 
districts possessing merits and loyalty without being members of 
the nobility. In certain regions of Sumatra the Dutch Govern- 
ment takes, as a basis, the “ Jockoe bestuur” of the Republican 
tribes, the individual members of which form a union for mutual 
defence. Elsewhere it is the monarchical form represented by 
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THE RECALL OF THE JAPANESE STUDENTS. 

THE recall of the six hundred Japanese students—re- 
ferred to in our last issue—loses much of its importance in 
a financial point of view—though that is not inconsiderable 
still—when it is remembered that these young gentlemen 
will, on their return home, enjoy advantages in com leting 
their curriculum, second only to those they wou. d find 
in England and the United States. Thus the decree 
simply removes them from a life of comparative lei- 
sure here, to the post of duty at Yedo, where they 
can themselves put their shoulders to the wheel and as- 
sist in the extension of the MrKapo’s original scheme of 
education. The eminent professors who have been engaged 
for Yedo ought to find in these six hundred students 
a band of sub-teachers capable and eager to sow the seeds 
of education among their less fortunate countrymen who 
have never been permitted to leave home. So far from 
being discontented with the withdrawal of permission to 
remain longer here they should be thankful for that part 
of the advantages of the scheme of which they have been 
able to avail themselves up to the present time ; and, 
returning to the University of Yedo, take to heart Lord 
ASHBURTON’S motto, Studiis et rebus honestis—by study and 
honourable pursuits.

; Durine the absence of TERASHIMA, the Japanese Minister 
in London, Motono MorIMICHI, First Secretary of Le- 
gation, will act as Charge d’Affaires. 
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Rajahs and Sultans which the Dutch Government leave intact, 
merely controlling it in the interest of civilisation. Westwards 
of Borneo, in Java, and everywhere where Chinese have settled, 
they are subjected to the immediate rule of their chiefs belonging 
to their on nationality. 

The character of the Archipelago Indians differs according to 
race, the islands they inhabit, the customs and manners the 
have adopted, and the more or less contact they have had wit 
their rulers. Thus the Malay is distinguished by an enterprising 
spirit, by slyneas, revengefulness, and cruelty. On the Moluccas 
and Java, where, since the conquest, European influence is con- 
stantly on the increase, the native is tender, laboursome, and yield- 
i On Sumatra, Celebes, and Borneo he is energetic, warlike, 
and acts only upon persuasion or by the force of necessity. 
Everywhere the agricultural class is most numerous, distinguished 
by a sense of order and love of peace. The navigators, mer- 
chants, and priests (padris or santris) are more easily seduced 
into dangerous adventures. Once in excitement the Javanese 
despises danger, and dies with a surprising indifference. High- 
minded, hospitable, thankful for the smallest mercy, he does not 
rest until he has revenged himeelf on his engmy. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The greatest part of the surface of the Dutch islands is dis- 
tinguised by a great fertility ; the most various products are cul- 
tivated here, and yield rich harvests. Foremost among these is 
rice, the principal food of the inhabitants, coffee, sugar, tobacco, 
cotton, cochineal, China, (1872—2,059,613 plants), cinnamon, 
nutmeg, pepper, maize, cocoa, cocoa oil, from an oily plant called 
katjan. Since a few years tea has been cultivated successfully ; 
also vanilla, and sundry kinds of cinchona, producing quinine. 

The cultivated land in the island of Java alone is estimated 
at two million hectares, 1,480,000 of which are rice fields, 28,340 
are used for sugar plantations, and 10,000 to indigo. On De- 
cember 31, 1871, the number of cocoa trees amounted to 
29,416,800, that of the coffee shrub, in March, 1872, 300,743,433. 
The harvest of rice in 1871 was 47,288,930 piculs, or 2,920,564,317 
kilos. The production in Java amounted to 983,635 piculs, or 
60,740,708 kilos, in 1870 ; in Sumatra (East) 445,551 iculs, or 
27,517,230 kilos, in 1871. The produce of sugar in Java was 
2,247,272 piculs or 138,791,530 kilos. in 1871. The yearly har- 
vest of inhacso is estimated to be 9,000,000 kilos. ; indigo fur- 
nishes about 3,000,000 kilos. In 1871 916,767 kilos. of tea were 
produced. The woods of the Djati or Tek-tree cover an area of 
6,000 square kilos. in Java alone. 

The buffalo is the prominent working animal in India. The 
number of these useful animals of the Javanese is estimated at 
486,600. Java possesses a race of very quick ponies, that can be 
used as well for riding as for drawing. They numbered 88,800 
at the last census. Beside these there were, in 1871, 533,000 
oxen, and 721,300 cows. 

MINERALOGY. 

Several of these islands are distinguished by their mineral 
riches, Borneo in particular. It produces diamonds, gold, 
silver, platina, quicksilver, tin, iron, petroleum, salt, sulphur, and 
several kinds of marble and coal. Still the exploration is very 
deficient. The precious materials are dug in quite a primitive 
way. The Government tin mines in the island of Banca, and 
those of a company on the island of Biliton, are worked regularly. 
The former furnish 5,124,000 kilogrammes, the latter 700,000 
kilo. per year. eosin two coal mines have been opened up in 
Borneo that have reached a production of 4,000 tons together. 

InpusTRY. : 

The native of the Archipelago being endowed with an artistic 
nature, arts and trades have been in a flourishing state at a very 
early period, particularly in Java. With very incomplete in- 
struments the Javanese makes all ee necessary for 
his domestic comfort, for agricultural pu s, his vanity, 
and his military equipment. He makes himself his patjol 
(spade) and his plough, earthenware and wooden vessels, covers, 
and cotton garments, and spins the finest threads ; he prepares 
his adornment made of gold and silver, krisses (poniards), 
klewangs (swords), and lances. In some maritime places the 
native distinguishes himeelf as a shipbuilder. 

Formerly the manufacture of sarongs (native dress), with 
many-coloured patterns, was one of the chief industries of the 
country ; to-day it is rapidly decreasing, under the influence of 
European cloth being imported. In consequence of European 
settlements, tanneries, lime furnaces, and brick and tile works 
have sprung into existence. On the whole, modern European 
in@tstry is gaining ground more and more. Nearly all sugar 
refineries use steam engines, and a great number of machines for 
rice-peeling are at work, Gas-works have also been erected. 
Sourabaya, one of the principal ports of Java, has the aspect of 
a manufacturing town. Besides the large maritime Government 
arsenals, some private firms own mills and engineering shops. 
Experience has taught that the native workman does not possess 
less ability and comprehension for European work than for his 
traditional industry. 

Means or ConvVEYANCE. 

Formerly ships were the only means used for intercommuni- 
cation between the inhabitants of the islands. Since the European 
rule the carriage in the interior has increased on account of 
greater security. Steamboate are now crossing the several bays 
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of the Archipelago. However far the conquest extended, it was 
followed by strategic routes, thus benefiting the interests 
of agriculture and internal trade. Java has enjoyed for half a 
century a small net of macadamised streets, on which the pro- 
ducts of the soil are carried to the port for shipment by means 
of bullock carte. The postal service embraces once a day the 
most important localities, and the electric telegraph, 2,969 kilo- 
metres in length, unites the principal places from Bantam to Pro- 
bolingo, the most distant provinces of the island in the central 
office of Batavia. A railway line of 20 kilometres, running from 
Sourabaya, Djodjocarta and Kadoe, important centres of agri- 
culture, to the port of Samarang, and passing through thecentral 
part of Java, has been built ; also from Batavia to Buitenzorg ; 
and the surveying for the extension of that line to the province 
se rae the coffee country par excellence, is already com- 
pleted. 
TRADE. 

In 1864 the value of the importation into Dutch India was 
86,234,681f1. ; the value of the articles exported amounted to 
147,399,097f. These figures are distributed over the following 
settlements, viz. :—

Of course the trade with the Dutch metropolis is the most 


important—the import amounts to 48,000, ., the export to 
100,000,0008. Next comes the Indian Archipelago, with 
27,000,008. and 28,000,000. ; England, 6,000,000f. and 
317,0008. ; China, 250,000f1. and 2,700,000f1. ; Siam, 1,000,000f. 
and 300,000f. ; Manila, 1,000,000f. and 251,000fl.; France, 
208,000ff. and 1,258,200f1. ; Australia, 294,000f. and 1,000,0008. ; 
America, 179,000 and 800f1. ; Hamburg with 800,000f1. import. 

The chief articles of importation are—Cotton Stuffs, repre- 
senting a value of 12,000,000f. for the islands of Java and 
Madura alone; Wines and Spirits, 2,600,0008. ; Articles of 
Food, 3,000,000f. ; Manila Cigars, 80,000f1. 

The principal articles of export are :—Coffee, 49 million fi. ; 
tin, 7 million fi. ; tea, 1 million fi. ; rice, 5 million fl. ; indigo, 4 
million fl. ; tobacco, 3 millions fl. 

There is, besides, a considerable inland trade, the value of 
which cannot be ascertained. In all centres of population mar- 
kets or passars are held, where the home and foreign products 
are accumulated, and where the native likes most to make his 
purchases. 

NAVIGATION. 

The movement of hevigavon to Java and Madura amounted 
in 1871 to 3,405 vessels, showing on arrival 230,009 lasts (2 tons), 
and 3,772 vessels with 318,412 lasts on their departure. The 
flags of nearly all nations participate in this movement, viz., the 
Dutch flag with 3,060 and 3,361 vessels of 162,871 and 227,809 
lasta ; that of England with 141 and 191 vessels of 38,533 and 
52,511 lasts ; Denmark 4 and 3 vessels of 804 and 364 lasts ; 
Sweden 8 and 13 veasels of 1,557 and 3,018 lasts ; Norway on 
departure 3 vessels of 692 lasts ; Russia 5 and 7 vessels of 1,533 
and 2,268 lasts ; Germany 40 and 41 vessels of 7,112 and 8,470 
lasts ; Austria 1 vessel and 241 lasts. There were 892 vessels of 
10 lasts, and above with 39,581 lasts, of which 327 with 30,291 
lasts and European equipment, and 565 with 9,290 lasts and 
native equipment. 

Navigation between the islands took 
numerous vessels with native equipment. In many ports of the 
Archipelago the number of these vessels with small tonnage ex- 
ceeds considerably that of vessels with 10 tonnage and more. 
Taking them into account, the following figures are arrived at,

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FINnANoEs. 

For several years the Budget of Dutch India has been made up 
by the surplus of the revenue against the expenditure. .From 
1849 to 1859 the National Treasury has drawn from India the 
sum of 508,126,736f1. However, the expenditure is fast approach- 
ing the revenue. The Indian Budget, drawn up for the first 
time in 1867, with the assistance of the States-General, pre- 





sented the following figures :—

The expenditure includes an amount of 10,427,695f1., called 
Colonial reserve, and representing, in fact, a surplus of receipts 
against the expenditure, as also 10,000,000f1. repayment of a loan 
contracted by the Netherlands Trading Company. 

The revenues are of a twofold nature—the amount of taxes 
and the product of the land sold by Government. Amongst the 
receipts the following figures may be mentioned :—Land-tax, 
15,000,000f1. ; opium lease, 13,199,590f1. ; customs, 6,200,000f1. ; 
sale of produce, 66,075,000f1. The receipts in Say es nearly 
all derived from the sale of produce. According to the estimation 
of the budget for-1873 they will yield a revenue of 40,956,679f1. 

ARMY, 

On 21st Dec.,1871, the Dutch army consisted of 1,270 European 
and 72 native officers, 26,754 second lieutenants and European 
soldiers, 14,593 natives, and 545 Africans. Sometimes ranks of 
honour are given to native princes and chiefs in reward of their 
services. Thus the princes of Djoedjocarta and Soeracarta enjoy 
the rank of Majors-General, and the Governor-General has two 
native first-lieutenants amongst his staff. 

The recruitment takes place by voluntary engagement. The 
mother country provides the Indian army with about 2,000 offi- 
cers and soldiers yearly. The average mortality was in 1871 for 
the European army, 35°78, for the African soldiers 62°37, for the 
native troops 40°53. 

The civil guard consists chiefly in Europeans residing in the 
principal localities of the province. The number of the armed 
militia amounts to 4,400 Europeans, and 1,400 natives. 

_ Besides the army and militia, Java possesses a corps of Prad- 
joerits (native police) 2,000 men strong, a corps of Djajang-sekars, 
mounted police, consisting of Europeans and 272 natives; a 
company of Guard-Dragoons and Infantry, consisting of 78 
Euro and 1,017 natives for the Princes of Djoedjocarta 
and Soeracarta, These corps serve to maintain public security in 
times of peace, whilst in times of war they are incorporated in 
the army. The native chiefs of Madura have taken the engage- 
ment to provide an auxiliary corps of 1,971 men with 19 European 
instructors. Since 1862 a police force of 178 officers, sub-officers 
and men exists in Batavia. 

Navy. 

The navy of India consists of a squadron of the Home Marine 
and an Indian flotilla, which never leaves the waters of the 
Archipelago. The Dutch squadron is under the command of a 
-Vice-Admiral, aud consists of 26 vessels, nearly all steamboats, 
manned by 2,465 European seamen and 818 natives. A portion 
of the squadron is constantly busy with the prosecution of pirates, 
The Indian flotilla consists of 79 small steamers and cruisers, 
manned by 75 European and 1,366 natives. They serve princi- 

ally for the suppression of piracy and smuggling, for transport, 
or rescuing service, and for guarding stations. ; 

The Indian Marine Department has a hydrographical and a 
geographical service. A commission is coutinwally st work with 
the adjustment of the charts of the Archipelago. There are two 
large docks on the Island of Onrust and Sourabaya for repairing 
vessels. In the last-named town Government possesses algo a 
large maritime arsenal. 

RELIGION. 

The Dutch Government in India maintains the principle of 
religious gee The Europeans there are either Protestants or 
Catholics. Only these two creeds are subventioned by Govern- 
ment. There are 44 Protestant communities, numbering to- 
pether 30,000 souls and 40 clergymen. The Roman Catholics 

ave a Vicar-General, a bishop 77 partibus infidelium in Batavia. 
Besides the Moluccas and Celebes, they have 8 stations, with 17 
priests. In 1871 the number converted amounted to 26,412, of 
which 5,929 were from the army, 436 Chinese, 11,283 natives. 

The greatest progress of Catholicism was made on the Island 
of Flores ; there are there 6 churches and 11,000 native followers 
of that creed. The tolerance of the Colonial societies may be 
illustrated by the example of six places of worship, built con- 
jointly by Protestants and Catholics, and where the worship of 

th denominations take place alternately. 

The Society of Protestant Missionaries, established in Rotter- 
dam in 1797, has, since 1813, devoted the principal efforts of its 
activity to Dutch India. However, these efforts have shown no 
result, with the exception of the Moluccas, where it succeeded to 
found a few native Christian communities. It would seem as if 
the Indian, in the present state of his intelligence, possessed an 
utter unfitness to accept the doctrines of the Christian Church, 
Even those who declare themselves to be Christians are so only 
nominally, and remain in fact true to their old creed, 
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Apparently Islamism is the religion of the majority of the 
Indians. They were converted to it by force through the Ara- 
bian and Malayan conquests, but it was never able to destroy 
the Brahmanic, Buddhistic, and heathen ideas, that have been 
strongly rooted in for centuries. They understand nothing but 
the first verse of the Koran. There is no other God but Allah, 
and Mohamed is his prophet. They believe in resurrection and 
future reward and punishment. But, as a rule, circumcision 
and abstinence from pig-eating is deemed sufficient to pass as a 
true Moslem. 

Still their creed and their customs are mixed with the heathen 
belief in household gods. Every town, every village, every rice- 
field has its protecting divinity, to whom the native thinks him- 
self obliged to offer sacrifices. Altars erected under the shade 
of centenary trees, an old stone upon which a saint took his rest, 
or that covers his ve, Hindoo images, &c., are objects of 
adoration, and the holy flame is continually burning there. Con- 
nected with this rite is that of the dead, to whom they offer 
conciliating sacrifices. The native Moslem does not sow or reap, 
nor does he enter into any undertaking without having brought 
his gift to the holy spot, whither the priest (santre) accompanies 
him, for he alone knows the prayer that must be spoken at the 
occasion, a formula he mostly does not understand himself. 
Generally the ceremony winds up with a slametan or feast. 
Apart from the protecting divinities, the native fills theatmosphere 
with gods and goddesses, angels and other good or bad spirits. 
The lead amongst the goddesses is taken by the Indian Venus, 
also named the Virgin of the South. Good and bad days are 
believed in, also miracles. Everybody can execute these, if he 
knows but the Ilmoe (formula). ‘There are Imoes forall occasions 
and wishes, to travel quick as the wind, to win the victory, or to 
get invisible, The native takes Christianism to be nothing but a 
new Ilmoe, which, however, does not offer the same advantages as 
the old ones. The little religious progress of the Archipelago 
Indian must be ascribed in a great measure to the ignorance of 
their priests. Amongst the 60,000 priests that may be reckoned 
to exist on the island of Java there are barely 10 having a know- 
ledge of Arabian and comprehending the Koran. Most of them 
are satisfied with knowing by heart a certain number of verses, 
the significance of which is as deep a mystery to them as to the 
rest of the sect, with whom they share the sense of superstition. 
Motives of self-interest induce them to make the pilgri to 
Mecca. Returned from the grave of the prophet, they are held 
in high respect by the people, and are sure never to be without 
assistance in their idleness. Some of them even form a religious 
order in which several customs of Brahmism may be traced. 
They keep up celibacy, but in continual association with bajaderes 
and lost girls, with whom they carry on a sensual, disorderly 
life. Others are following Buddhistic traditions. They live in 
solitude and privations, and believe to be re-born in a better 
state. But they have no notion of the Niéviné. On the other 
hand, there is a whole sect believing in the wandering of souls. 
These Sectarians, although recognising Mahommed, are con- 
sidered as heretics by the people, because they do not observe 
even the few prescriptions of the prophet observed by the In- 
dians. A Lek fraction of the Java people profess atheism. 
These atheists have not even a dim notion of pantheism. They 
form no sect, and have no sign of union, but they are spread 
everywhere, opposing a scornful negation to the belief and 
superstition of their coun’ en. e Chinese are either ra- 
tionalists or Buddhists ; these latter follow very zealously the 
rites of their worship. : 

Instruction. 

The instruction for Europeans and their descendants is widely 

read. In Batavia a lyceum is kept by Government, where 
the children receive a classical education. This institution num- 
bered 91 scholars in 1871, The number of primary schools in 
Java and Madura in 1870 amounted to 76, with 7,611 scholars. 
There are besides 108 private schools, with 4,890 scholars. There 
were in 1871 11,581 native schools, with 192,150 schools in 
Pesantrons, Langgors and Mesdjids (or Java and Madura) 
where the teachers are Mohammedan priests. 

On the Moluccas there are 112 schools for native Christians, 
amongst which a normal school for teachers in Menado, several 
schoaks, of the missionary society, a school for the Roman Catho- 
lic Chinese on the island of Banka, and a Catholic school 
founded by the priest in Larantoeka (Flores). : 

The interest of Government is more and more devoted to the 
instruction of the natives. Thus a special board for public in- 
struction and worship has been created in Batavia. In gava 
there are two schools for native teachers. The objects of in- 
struction are the Javanese, the Malayan, the Madura dialect of 
Sundan, Dutch, arithmetic, geography of the Indian ey a 
geometry, drawing, and singing. The endeavours of Govern- 
ment are directed towards creating at least one public native 
school in each district, and to assist private efforts in that direc- 
tion. In Sumatra (west) and Bencoolen there are three schools 
for native teachers, and forty schools for natives. These were 
frequented by 1,800 scholars in 1870. 

Progressively schools for natives are being opened on all points 
of the Archipelago by Government. The missionaries at last feel 
convinced more and more that it is by instruction alone that the 
moral effects of a higher civilisation can be produced upon the 
native population, 
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JAPANESE FINANCE 


(THE TIMES.) 

The development of Japan during the last four years is one of the 
most remarkable phenomena not merely of recent times, but in the his- 
baal of the human mind. For a long course of generations the country 

been absolutely closed to foreign influences, and its civilisation 
seemed marked by the most resolute immobility. The exclusiveness of 
the Japanese even surpassed that of their Chinese neighbours. The 
resistance offered by China to innovation was negative and passive in 
comparison ; that of Japan was self-asserting and belligerent. The 
people appeared determined to maintain intact their highly artificial 
civilisation, and were perfectly content tolive apart from all the rest of 
the world. They were the very type of immobility. It was natural to sup- 
pose that this prolonged isolation would have paralysed the intellectual 
capacity of the people, just asa limb becomes powerless if it is never used. 
But the actual result has been the reverse. The energies of the Japanese 
mind seem to have been repressed only to burst out in greater luxur- 
iance when the restraint was removed. It would be difficult to parallel 
the revolution by which, four yoars ago, the feudal organisation of the 
country was swept away at one stroke, the great nobles laying down 
their whole power at the feet of the Mikadv. Since then it has seemed 
impossible for the Japanese to go fast enough in imitating European 
practices. Their whole Administration is reorganised on an European 
model. The Daimiates are transformed into Prefectures, the army is 
formed on a French model, and every invention of European civilisa- 
tion is eagerly introduced. Innovation has become a passion, and, as our 
Shanghai correspondent mentioned the other day, is being carried to 
even absurd extremes. The use of mats in the houses, for instance, has 
been abolished by decree, and the European mode of wearing the hair 
enforced under penalty, An outbreak was recently reported, ostensibly 
occasioned by distress among the agricultural population, but more pro- 
bably arising from irritation at these petty interferences. It is only 
astonishing that such wholesale innovation has not provoked a rebellion 
on-a large scale, and it must be concluded that the people as a whole 
share the craving of their rulers for novelty. The passion has received 
an amusing illustration in the development of a rage for pigs, fowls, 
and rabbits, but especially the latter animal, of European breeds. These 
follies seem, however, only the exuberance of a real appreciation of 
civilised life, and the Japanese are daily making permanent advances in 
the new course on which they have entered. 

The latest illustration of this capacity is the publication, “for the 

information of all the departments of the Administration and of the 
local authorities throughout the country,” of a Budget drawn up in true 
European form. It seems that an ex-Vice- Minister of the Treasury and 
an Attaché of the Treasury of the third rank had, like opposition critics 
in this country, drawn up an estimate of revenue and expenditure which 
reflected upon the administration of the national finances. The Prime 
Minister thought it necessary to re-assure the public mind, and accord- 
ingly appointed.a Councillor of State, as Chief Commissioner of the 
affairs uf the Treasury, to make a careful examination of the financial 
condition of the country. The total debt of the Empire is 31,224,701 
yens, or less than one year’s income, and provision is said to be made 
for steadily extinguishing it. ’ 
- A country which in the fourth year of its revolution can present such 
a Budget has evidently vast opportunities before it. The revenue from 
Customs has only just begun to develop, and the Japanese will readily 
discover the advantages of commerce in a constantly augmenting 
revenuc. The surplus, the commissioner explains, has been obtained at 
a time when the changes recently introduced necessitated a lavish ex- 
penditure in some directions. The cost of “numerous works which have 
to be undertaken in inaugurating a new era, such as the construction 
of railways, the erection of lighthouses, the construction of telegraphs, 
the formation of various factories, the building of public offices and 
barracks, has been included ;” but after this year it will be possible 
to adjust the progress of these works to the convenience of the 
revenue, and a promise is held out that the fixed expenditure shall 
be reduced by economy, and that when the national affairs are 
brought into order it will be materially diminished. The taxes, again, 
have hitherto been for the most part paid in rice, and their return has 
fluctuated with its price. This system has now been abolished, and 
fixed taxes to be paid in money have been substituted. The Japanese 
have thus fairly entered on a course of European financial experience, 
and the only danger in their way seems to be that of attempting to 
complete their reforms toorapidly. The too “ vehement argument ” of 
the officials, to whom the Commissioner replies, appears to indicate that 
this danger [is perceived among the people themselves, and has occa- 
Sioned some alarm. This is the best security for a cautious advance, 
and if the Japanese can admit our European institution of an “oppo- 
sition” they will have given perhaps the most remarkable of all proofs 
of their capacity for modern civilisation. 





LLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDam, Ava. 27. 

"Be political bubble has burst at last. On Friday the King returned 
from his trip to Vevey, and the following day the leading Liberal paper 
announced that the whole Cabinet had tendered its resignation. The 
Ministers started the Session with a grand programme, and they have 
now to confess that they have done next to nothing. ll their princi- 
pal measures were rejected, and but very few were carried. The Liberal 
party is now demoralised, and has no confidence in its leaders, no real 
wish that they should be in office. The more moderate Liberals, how- 
ever, wished that the existence of the Cabinet should be prolonged as 
a Ministre d Affaires. But their desire has not been fulfilled, for the 
Liberal Ministry decline to remain in office. What must be done now ? 
Rumours say that the leader of the Conservatives, Mr. Heemskerk, had 
an interview with the King, and that he intends to form a Cabinet 
out of members of the Conservative party, introducing the clerical ele- 
ments. This may be true, but in that case a dissolution of the Chamber 
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will be unavoidable, because such a coalition will, as matters now stand, 
have no majority in the Chamber. The political situation is thus most 
difficult ; there is something rotten, and I fear that without a Reform 
Bill it will be impossible to remedy the difficulty. If a Conservative 
Cabinet takes the reins of Government a great change must take place 
in our relations with Atchin. Up to this moment the Conservatives 
have disapproved all that has been done by the Governor-General. 

The official. Staats Courunt publishes the returns of the trade of 
Java and Madura in the year 1872. They state that the import, com- 
pared with the previous year, was f.9,967,870 more, and the export 
£.43,921,540, which is certainly a very large increase, This is of the 
more importance because the result is principally due to private trade, 
which has augmented enormously. The private import from Holland 
amounted in 1871 to £.20,808,330, in 1872 to f.28,686,838 ; while there 
was a slight decrease in the import from England, the figures being re- 
spectively, f.7,454,648 in 1871, and f.6,536,6S6 in 1872. The import 
from Singapore increased from £.8,796,802 in 1871, to £.14,449,444 in 
1872. The private export went up from f.91,256,300 in 1871, to 
£.132,949,930 in 1872; whilst Holland had for its share in 1872, 
f.73,516,117 (against f.49,083,924 in 1871) ; England, f.1,095,478 (against 
f.2,607,773 in 1871). The export to Singapore increased from five to 
eight millions, Dutch vessels imported in 1872 an amount of 
£54,891,545, against £.43,389,095 in 1871, English vessels £.7,347,635, 
against f.7,572,423 in 1871; whilst under the Dutch flag was exported 
a value of f.92,788,796, against £.60,325,632 in 1871; under the Eng- 
lish flag, £.22,865,403, against £.21,405,371 in 1871. These returns 
clearly prove that the private trade with our East India colonies has 
greatly expanded. 

For several years there has been much talk of colonisation in our 
East and West India colonies, but up to this time without any definite 
result. The manager of the Royal Iustitute has, however, now invited 
all the persons interested in this question to write essays on “the re- 
sults of the endeavours made by Europeans for colunisation in our East 
and West India culonies or in other tropical countries,” The articles 
are to be addressed to the Secretary of the Royal Institue, Dr. Th. Ch. 
L. Wynmalen, at the Hague. 

Amongst the persons or corporations which have been awarded 
a medal at the Vienna Exhibition are included—The Dutch Trading 
Company, fortschritt medal ; Van Gorcum, manager of the cultivation 
of bark in Java, idem; the Dutch Government (Kast Indian Colonies), 
medal of merit ; W. van Raalten(Dutch Colonies), idem ; Dr. W. A. Baron 
Baud, Java, idem ; F. S. van Dolder, Java, anerkennungs diplom., idem, 
medal of merit ; East India Trading Bank, idem ; the Dutch Missionary 
Society, anerk. diplom. ; the Dutch Government, for photographs of 
antiquities in India, medal of merit, and a diplom. of honour for the 
cultivation of bark. 

The East India Gas Company announce for the year 1872 a dividend 
of 9 per cent., or £.22.50, per share, setting aside a sum of £30,000 to 
the credit of the redemption fund.

He served in the campaign of 1860 in North China, with 
the 3lst Regiment, including the fall of the Taku Forts (for which he 
received medal with clasp), and also against the Taeping rebels, in the 
vicinity of Shanghai, in 1862. 

The Rev. Percy Rogers, M.A., who has just been nominated by Mr. 
Goschen to the rectory of Simonburn, in the patronage of the Governors 
of Greenwich Hospital, served in the second China war, and, as chap- 
lain of the Naval Brigade, was at the capture of Canton.

CHINA AND THE PANTHAYS. 

The m correspondent of the Times gives some particulars of 
the capture by the Chinese of the Panthay cities Talifoo and Momien. 
Talifoo, he says, appears to have succumbed in February last to an army 
of 200,000 Chinese, who invested it for some months before it finally 
fell. The treachery of a Panthay officer at length enabled the Chinesearmy 
to enter between the outer fortifications and the town itself, and from 
this time the investment became complete, and the days of Talifoo were 
numbered. The Chinese general is said to have led Soleiman to believe 
that if he surrendered himself the town and population would be spared. 
At any rate Soleiman poisoned his three wives and all his children, and 
then, having entered his palanquin, ordered his bearers to convey him 
to the Chinese camp. But he must have taken poison before he started, 
for upon arrival at the camp his dead body was found in the palanquin. 
The Chinese general decapitated the body, and sent the head preserved 
in honey to Peking. All his attendants who had come out with him, 
besides another embassy that appeared later to treat for surrender, were 
beheaded, and eventually the city was entered at the end of February 
last, and every Mahommedan man, woman, and child remorselessly 
massacred. A Panthay’s idea of numbers is hardly trustworthy, but 
there is every reason to believe that between 40,000 and 50,000 people 
were killed. After the taking of Talifoo the victorious army marched 
for Momien, and taking all the smaller towns in their way, finally stormed 
Momien on May 25, and massacred those who were not fortunate enough 
to get away. 

Momien is the town visited by Major Sladen and his party in 1868 
and in which he was so well received by Tah-sa-Kone, the Governor. 
It is believed that Tah-sa-Kone and some of his garrison escaped from 
Momien at the time of the cepture, and that he has retreated to the 
hilly tract in the north of Yunan, where the Chinese will find a diffi- 
culty in following him. The fall of Momien and the re-establishment 
of Chinese sovereignty in Yunan are, the writer says, matters of much 
importance, and the numerous Chambers of Commerce in England who 
have so long pressed’for the development of the through trade to 
Western China may indulge some hope of their expectations being 
realised. There exists no difficulty in reaching Momien, which is only 
140 miles from Bhamo ; and as the Burmese Mission lately in England 
assured the mercantile bodies by whom they were entertained that it 
was the sincere desire of the King of Burmah to re-establish the trade 
route to Western China, it may be expected that he will join cordially 
in resuscitating and developing a route which is calculated to produce 
such important commercial results. The question is viewed at Rangoon 
with greater interest in that the French Government seem laudably 
desirous of securing a portion of this valuable trade which we have so 
long neglected. By their protectorate over the kingdom of Annam and 
its tributary State of Tonquin, they come in direct territorial contact 
with Burmah and China; and they avowedly aim at withdrawing by 
the Sankoi river to Tonquin a large share of the trade of the western 
provinces of China, viz., Yunan, Szechuen, and Kwei-chow. Unless 
some systematic efforts are made by the Chambers of Commerce in 
England and the Anglo-Burman merchants here, there is every chance of 
our being forestalled in the many markets in those provinces, and this 
will happen at the very time when circumstances seem to make them 
available to us. : 


“Matoo Mrxrure.”—The steamer Petersburg, from Amoy to New 
York, was wrecked off the Bermuda Islands on the 7th of March last. 
She carried 40,000 packages of Oolong tea. Of these 30,000 packages 
were saved, and the remainder, ‘about 10,000 packages, being in the 
lower hold of the vessel, remained in her until she was raised, some 
sixty days. From the American Grocer of the 9th ult. we learn that 
upon the arrival of the steamer the tea was in a “rotten condition,” 
and abandoned by both the consignees and underwriters. The health 
authorities at Brooklyn having prevented its being landed there, it was 
sent to Red Hook, and there sold at auction, by order of the collector 
of the port, the report of the Custom-house inspector being as fol- 
lows :—‘‘ The tea is badly rotted from long immersion in sea-water, 
and is of no commercial value.” The 9,102 chests sold for 505 dollars, 
or about five and a half cents per chest (equal to one-twelfth of a 
cent per pound). The tea was then transferred in bulk to Bethune- 
street, North River, and “manipulated” by a gang of Italians, who 
were engaged at 20 cents per hour. The tea was first put into barrels 
and washed in fresh water to remove the salt, and then spread out on 
the floor of a malt-house to dry. We further hear that it is to be 
coloured, mixed with sound teas, and put on the market. It is stated 
that 35,000 dollars have been offered for the lot as it stands. The 
Board of Health is taking steps to prevent, if possible, its being put on 
the market in America, but we do not hear that any steps are being 
taken to prevent its shipment to this country, and possibly, ere long, it 
may find ite way into the London market, 
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The total shipments of black pepper from Penang last year 
were 5,514 tons, showing a deficit of 837 tons as compared with 
1871, the shipments in which year were 6,351 tons. The total 
shipments from Singapore were 7,903 tons, rete 8,279 tons in 
1871, showing a deficit of 376 tons, and, added to the Penang 
deficit of 837 tons, making a total deficiency of 1,213 tons from 
the Straits. This year the shipments up to date from Penang 
are—3,383 tons, against 3,631 tons last year to same period ; 
and as the supply from Acheen is ey oe there is no reason to 
expect more this year from Penang ; the deficiency at the end of 
the year, even if the supply from Si 


eepae is equal to last year, 
will be 2,131 tons as compared with 1872, and 2,968 tons as 
compared with 1871.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
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TEA. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.'s Circular says :— : 

The market during the week has been rather quiet, the trade having 
only bought sparingly out of the recent arrivals, and prices genérally 
have ruled against other importers, especially in the fair to good medium 
kinds of Congou, both black and red-leaf kinds. Oolongs have been 
difficult of sale privately. Scented Teas show but little change, and 
green Teas being offered in smaller quantity have been rather more 
steady in price. In public sale, including 1,933 packages new season’s 
Congou, offered Thursday, 8,823 have bean sold without re- 
serve. The deliveries for the week amount to 3,802,000 Ibs., against 
8,634,000 lbs. last year. : 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings and broken leaf kinds remain 
without change, the demand being limited. Fair to good common and 
fair Kaisow kinds, of old import, show no alteration. Fair to 
Kaisows, of new import, have been fairly saleable at rather under last 
week’s prices, fine have been difficult to move, the trade being supplied 
at the moment, finest have only sold to a limited extent. Pak Lin 
kinds have met with attention at from 1s. 64d. to 1s. 10d. for good to 
fine kinds. Black-leaf kinds: Old season’s common to fair sold rather 
New Teas: Fair to good medium have sold 
4d. to 1d. per Ib. lower, fine have been dull at previous rates, finest, 
owing to their scarcity, have been fully maintained. New-make 
Canton-kinds: Sales of these have been made at rather low gar 
Oolongs: The sales made show a reduction of 1d. to 2d. per Ib., at 
which they have been difficult to move. Souchongs : A few good to fine 
have realised about previous prices. Plowery Pekoes show no material 
change. In Tacclonted Japans there has been but little done. 
Scented Teas: Canton Capers of old import remain very unsaleable. 
In new, further sales have becn made at the decline last quoted. Some 
imitation Foo Chow kinds realised 1s. 8d. to 1s. 9d., being full rates. 
The few Foo Chow kinds on offer have been sold at full prices. Canton 
Orange Pekoes; old seasons show no change; in new the few sales 
made have been at the low prices recently established. Foo Chow binds 
continue in fair demand, but prices show a decline of about 1d. Ib. 
Green Teas : There has been less offered at public auction this week, and 
prices have in consequence shown rather more steadiness, though there 
has been no improvement in the demand, the Teas unsold being mostly 
undesirable in leaf and quality.
